Matthew, xxv.—14, 30.—Luke, xix.—12, 
17. 

The saints are chosen, and all the bles- 
sings they receive bestowed upon them, 
for the same end as Jehovah had in view 
when he chose Abraham, and promised to 
bless him, that is, that they may be a bles- 
sing to others, and that all families of the 
earth may be blessed. This appears from 
their being called the lights of the world, 
and the salt of the earth; Matt. v. 13, 16, 
for lights do not burn and shine merely 
for themselves, but are intended to give 
light to all around, and the saints are made 
lights to the whole world.; salt is intended 
to season something distinct from itself, 


and the saints, as salt, are intended to sea- | 


son the whole earth. Again, this is evi- 
dent from the things observed above. If 
the saints be first-truits of the creatures, it 
follows that they are not the whole har- 
vest ; but that the creatures at large are 
the harvest, of the gathering in of which, 
the first-fruits are an earnest; consequent- 
ly, the elect are an earnest of the general 
restoration. If glory, with which all the 
sufferings of the present stat. are not wor- 
thy to be compared, is to be revealed in 
the elect, will it not follow, that there must 
be other creatures to whom it shall be re- 
vealed in that medium? When Christ 
prayed for the perfect union of the saints 
in holiness and happiness, did he not pray 
that the world, which he distinguished from 
those who now believe on him, might by 
that means be brought to believe ? When 
we read ofthe elect reigning as kings and 
priests, are we not led to conceive, that 
they must have a people to reign over, or 
minister to ; but where can we find a peo- 
ple for them to minister to, unles we sup- 
pose their ministry will relate to those 
who have not believed in the present state? 

If the preceding remarks be not thought 
decisive, let the following passages be at- 
tended to ; Col. i.

Parsons and Robert Treat Paine, to the 
State Convention, which gave the sanction 
of Massachusetts to the new Constitution. 
In procuring this sanction, Mr. King was 
| mainly instrumental. Objections were made 
‘to it in Massachusetts, as well as in New 
York and Virginia; and while the talents of 
Hamilton and Madison were engaged in 
surmounting the chstacles opposed to it by 
the anti-federalists of the two latter States, 
Mr. King was periorming an act of equally 
vital importance to his country, by soothing 
the fears and prejudices which operated 
against it in a State that was still agitated 
by the feelings which produced the Shays 
rebellion. ‘hen the requisite number of 
states had signified their asgent, and the 
constitution went into operation under the 
auspices of Washington, Mr. King was cho- 
sen by the Legislature of this State, their 
Representative in the Senate of the Uni- 
ted States. Here he acquired the particu- 





lar confidence of Washington, by whom he 
was selected as the minister of this coun- 
try to the court of St. James. Although 
a federalist, such was the confidence re- 
posed in his talents and character by Mer. 
Jefferson, that upon his succeeding Mr. 
Adams, he expressed his special desire to 
Mr. King, that he should continue to rep- 
resent the United States at the British 
Court. In compliance with this request, 
he continued until having completed all the 
negociations entrusted to his care, in . 808. 
he requested permission to return to his 
native land, from which he had been absent 
about eight years. 

His patriotic support of the government 
during the late war with Great Britain,and 
his determination to sacrifice party feelings 
and to unite with his friends m the common 
defence, acquired for him the esteem of his 
political opponents in his own State. This 
was evinced by his reelection by Demo- 
cratic Legislatures to represent this State 
in the Uhited States Senate, for two suc- 
cessive terms, In 1822, he was chosen a 
member of the convention which formed 
the constitutution of this State, and in 
1835; he was appointed by Mr. Adams a- 
gain to represent the United States at that 
court where he had before acquired such 
a distinguished reputation. Expectations 
were entertained that the high respect in 
which he was personally held by the lead- 
ing members of the Engtish Cabinet, would 
have essentially contributed to a satisfac- 
tory arrangement of theunadjusted difficul- 
ties between the two governments,and the 
marked attention paid to him on his arrival 
by Mr. Canning and the other ministers, 
proved that those expectations were not un- 
justly formed, An overruling Providence, 
however, did not permit them to be real- 
ized.
